for  ytdis  toirether,  not  a  few  with  the 
t'le  of  which  his  own  fervants  remained 
totally  unacquainted  ?  Were  I  tjble  to 
-w.-rd  your  apjjaratuSf  this  would  be  mine 
own  cafe  ;  occonomy  is  cnVnlial  to  fuc-

I'pirit  in  the  pnrehafe  of  curious  and  no¬ 
vel  machines,  lay-out  more  than  vvould 
cnliivatc  into  fertility  the  beft  break  iu 
Iheir  poflcUion. 

I  fufpe<5t  yon  have  forgotten  the  intro- 
dut^liuii  of  Lnmmis’  plough  into  this 
country  upwards  ot  forty  years  ago.  It 
was  foon  after  followed  by  various  light 
ploughs,  wliich  were  elteeincd  in  their 
turn.  Upwards  of  thirty  years  arc  elap- 
fed  fince  we  railed  turnips,  cabbages,  po¬ 
tatoes,  beans,  and  white  prafe  in  drills  : 
Hut  the  humour  loou  fubliJcd,  and  the 
Scots  plough  refumed  its  confequcncc. 

‘  j  have  feen  the  pallion  for  drill  hufbandry 
revived,  and  I  very  fincereJy  congratulate 
my  country  on  the  occalion.  Young  men 
cannot  more  beneficially  employ  the  arJIi- 
vity  peculiar  to  their  time  of  life.  By  Ikt- 
ndwing  their  vigour  and  vigilance  upon 
fucli  curious  and  profitable  fubjc^i, 
they  acquire  habits  of  application,  their 
engagenunts  prevent  their  atttniion  to 
frivolous  or  noxious  avocations,  and  they 
arc  trained  to  exercifes  calculated  to 
form  them  for  their  Ifation,  and  render 
them  of  all  men  the  mod  ufiful  rncnibcrs 
of  fociety.  Mod  pernicious  it  proves,  on 
the  contrary,  to  Ihemfclvci,  to  their  dear- 
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rfl  connexions  in  life,  aiul  to  the  circle 
of  actj'j.iintancc  to  which  they  bcloin:, 
\rher.  youT'.g  men  of  note  in  this  prolti- 
lion,  fed  tliemfelvcs  too  much  at  leifure, 
whcTj  time  h.m^s  I’.c.ivy  on  their  haiuls, 
ifw' aotivitv  of  youth  is  pfivcrtcvl  to 
pu*'['*oi’cs  of  t(>!jy  and  tiniipation.  T  hcn» 
iiulert!,  t!ie  molt  profitaole  hccome  t*ie 
moi‘  oc.'ldtnt  membtrs  ot  the  comnnui- 
wc  (uh.  Tor  this  auJ  iJlhcr  good  rcaloro, 
I  wouhl  moll  c.Miieflly  ucinnmcnd  tii 
y  'I’jnc  labourers  yt>ur 'a  rs  acciiratemode 
ot  'lo;  fc  -  lioting  hi.'lb.i'ulry.  Men  of 
i.o.k  uill  r.i  t  lai!  to  fet  the  example; 
ii(i»  o'lj'iit  tltcexpence  incuired  by  tijciu 
in  pT  M  noting  it  be  uiycd  againft  tins 
irgenbui .  ;■  :;.i  of  cubure  ;  for  we  are  nt)t 
igiiorar.t,  :i!at  when  \*c  badoutourpeo- 
plr  to  wo.’n,.  ai  il  attcr.d  tl'cm,  aiul  co- 
opc*ale  w'lh  tin  m,  we  can  outdo  our 
bc’t'.r^  in  <reonomy. 

As  tor  u:>,  lu'wever,  who  hav?  exhaufl:- 
ctl  our  yi.ulli  ar.d  ftreupth  in  profeciition 
of  the  .  of  our  nation,  we  ouplit  to 

be  excufed  if  we  a'b>pl  a  Ids  opeioie  cul¬ 
tivation.  1  have  reliiifpiilhed  every  fpe- 
<  ieti  of  horfe  tiocinp,  excepting  iily  that 
olSuiinam  potat  is.  They  do  indeed, 
in  fom*' d(  pi  ee,  pennate  the  liui ;  hut  are 
imt  I’lbb  to  t*»e  depredations  of  my  ['oor 
lu ij.!ib  in s,  and  yield  fo  much  wliole* 
fo'iu  b  od  to  my  liorhs  .and  ho>.s,  tliat  1 
mufl  take  the  Idurly  wa»  iuly  to  recom¬ 
mend  !h'*Tn  as  .1  in'v*  profitable  crop  for 
li^lit  .intl  loamy  foils,  wlten  they  ought 
(.*  ’oe  1  ill<*wcd.  Yviur  lu)r!'es  w  ill  tievonr 
them  wi’l*  great  aNl<iit\,  without  your 
hav’ug  any  farther  trouble  than  to  wafli 
tl’.em  p.  rfic^tly  clean.

AH  that  is  i«ipiifitc,  is  to  pi  tee  your  rows

Of  the  chain- plough,  which  you  vrrY 
properly  recommend,  !  h.ivc  ample  ex¬ 
perience,  anel  fiml  it  anuver  the  pnrpufry 
to  whicli  it  is  adapted  to  fitisfaXion,  In 
iliallow',  light  and  loofe  foils,  it  is  a  very 
ufeful  inllrinnent  ;  but  in  deep,  IHff,  or 
harlli  land,  a  ditl'erent  pi  >ugh  is  nectna- 
ry.  The  chain- plough  is  formed  only 
for  two  cattle,  but  in  all  deep  and  tena¬ 
cious  grounds,  move  cattle  and  a  tlilfe- 
rent  plough  nuilt  be  ufed.  1‘hc  Scots 
plough  improve  d  a  little,  will  be  biund 
bi  ll  adapteil  to  the  mult  valuable  foils. 
If  it  is  cornpofed  of  good  wood,  it  may  be 
conllriiCtCil  fo  as  to  exceed  the  chain - 
plough  very  little  li’her  in  weight  or 
Iricbion.  If  the  head  and  monhl-hoard 
are  ihortened,  and  the  ancle  of  the  fock 
with  the  inouhl -hoard  removed,  and 
formed  into  a  gentle  Hope  backward,  the 
St  ilts  plough  will  be  found  fuperior  to 
any  other  in  all  deep  imXiions  or  ftony 
foils.  Such  ploughs  are  now  ufed  with 
fuccefs.  'Miofe  mould-boards  of  caft- 
iit)n  that  have  lately  been  framed  at  Car- 
ron,  may  be  rrcommemled  for  the  cxcel- 
Ici  '.ce  ot  thrir  form,  the  eafe  with  which 
they  are  drawn,  and  the  bencHt  ariUng 
from  their  durablcnifs. 

Ibit  my  principal  obicX  on  this  ful^cX 
is,  lo  guard  nnexpei ienced  fanners 
,  a^ainll  the  feduXion  pr.uttdVd  by  impro¬ 
vers,  when  they  hold  up  ’o  their  view 
the  advantages  aiiling  from  the  nfe  i^f 
light  ploughs  and  few'  cal  tie.  Perhaps 
no  p>ruiecb  has  injured  Imfbandry  more 
flic m idly  than  this.  Allured  by  the 
ioiul  idea  of  fui  niiliing  out  a  fa»m  at  lit¬ 
tle  expence,  young  men  of  neuder  for¬ 
tunes,  hut  finguine  cxpeitlations,  have 
taken  firms  far  above  their  flocks,  at  an 
cxorliitant  nut;  and  found  llicinfclvis 
a  ml  their  farms  ipiickly  reduced  to  a  ru¬ 
inous  condition.  ''I'o  attempt  to  plo'V 
with  a  llrimgth  of  cattle  inadeijnate  to 
t!v*  Hrength  of  tb.e  foil,  is  extreme  tolly  ; 
nor  i;,  there  any  projeib  that  will  haflcn 
infoKency  more  elledhially.  Let  me  ii- 
lultrde  th’s  portion  by  an  in^luCtion  of 
rarticiilars,  der'vtd  freur.  your  own  very 
judiciiuis  prefer] pli( '11^5. 

I'.ve»  y  laiK)mcr,  wlui  knows  hU  interen, 
wili  begin  in  harvi  ft  to  plow  as  foon  as 
he  Ices  a  Ihock  of  coi  n  reaped.  To  be  ac¬ 
tive  in  plowing  at  this  fe.dbn,  is  no  Icfi 
efieuthd  lo  his  profperity  than  in  reaping. 
Now  he  plows  his  grounds  for  barley, 
when  the  foil  is  dry,  and  generally  hard. 
A  dtep  fnrrow’  is  necefl'ary,  which  re¬ 
quires  f»ur  ftrong  cattle.  As  no  time  h 
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now  to  hr  loft,  no  man  of  fenfe  will  trlf- 
fic  with  weak  ploughs  or  little  ftrength. 
'1\)  the  land  deUined  for  barley,  fuccecds 
tint  whicli  is  dchgned  for  oats.  If  my 
l.inds  are  of  any  value,  I  mull  be  very 
aiixiouito  have  them  plowed  before  the 
frolls  fet  in,  and  with  fo  ftrong  a  furrow 
as  to  refill  the  winter  ftorms.  This  again 
piveliuich  the  idea  of  lleiulcr  ploughs  or 
lew  cattle,  at  leall  in  lands  worth  any 
thing.  I'o  tins  iu<  eeeds  my  fallow  ; 
'Die  lains  are  now  fallen,  and  1  mull  lay 
hold  of  every  tolerable  day  to  plow  with 
a  ilcep  and  llioiig  furrow,  for  a  crop 
iip«)n  whleii  my  liopes  are  principally 
founded.  Here  again  I  mull  reprobate 
tvery  propofal  of  llight  plowing  :  When 
tl'.e  (lorms  fu'olide  in  M  ireh,  1  plow  for 
pi  all.  Here  you  very  jiillly  order  me  to 
u'uic  the  ;  I  obey  you  the  bell  I  ran  : 
hut  the  di  ought  lets  in,  and  1  am  hurriei!, 
TM  n  1  may  avoid  the  certain  confeqncnee 
ol  iny  being  overtaken,  which  is  no  crop. 
No  tl'.eorics  will  then  convince  me  that  1 
ought  ti>  fnfpend  the  exertion  of  all  my 
liungth.  After  my  peale  are  fovvn,  1 
i:i;  ?ny  barley  fields.  Here  my  furrow 
nuilt  he  deeper  than  at  the  firil  plowing. 
It  pi  obably  mull  be  a  crofs-turrow  ;  and 
of  coiirfe  re(piires  all  the  ftrength  of  cat¬ 
tle  1  can  afibrd  it.  1  may,  and  probably 
I  i.uill,  life  only  two  horfes  for  my  barley 
ked  furrow,  becaufe  1  mult  fow  and  har¬ 
row  iny  fields  as  Ibou  as  plowed.  My 
next  operation  is,  to  give  a  fecoud  fur- 
tow  to  my  fallow.  I'he  drought  is  great, 
aiuliny  fields  hard,  and  1  mull  crofs-plow 
tiuni.  My  four  bell  cattle  have  now 
fi.iggertd  and  Ihiek  before  me,  and  niy 
I  loughs  have  been  fqueezed  to  pieces: 
My  third  fallow  furrow  mud  form  my 
ridges,  be  as  deej)  as  any  preceding  it, 
and  requiics  tlie  llrcugth  «f  four  good 
i  itllr.  I  know  the  tiling  is  plowed  down 
oliiu  with  two  horks;  But  I  am  not 
M'lite  fatisfied  with  this  pradtice,  though 
1  Mave  been  fomeJimes  iiulucvd  to  killow 
.’t.  I  bi  lieve  I  fulfered  k)r  it.  For  if  the 
li^d  furrow  is  not  deep,  the  feed  will  be 
1  dged  ill  the  bottom  of  it,  and  the  moif- 
tiu'  wl’ich  the  bottom  of  the  furrow  nc- 
evii.irily  n  tains,  may  chill  and  dellroy 
th-  gvrr.-'en  in  the  winter.’  This,  I  fu- 
ipCvt,  is  the  reaibn  of  the  inferioiity  of 
luwle  <  ropj  of  wlieat,  whereof  the  feed- 
lurrow  was  lhallow  and  performed  w'ith 
two  cal’k*. 

I  lAg  it  nipy  be  obferved,  that  in  this 
'•  liul'j  proeets  I  confine  myfelf  to  valu¬ 
able  foils,  J  iiuaii  clay,  deep  Icam,  and 


all  tenacious  grounds.  With  refpe^  to 
inferior  lands.  Inch  as  have  no  better  may 
manage  them  tolerably  with  two  cattle, 
provided  they  feed  high  and  take  Ihoit 
yokings.  But  the  l.ibourer,  the  bulk 
of  whofe  farm  requires  four  cattle,  will 
find  it  a  dangeroiu  affair  to  Oiift  them  of¬ 
ten,  or  form  them  into  ftnaller  teamsthaii 
thofc  to  which  they  aie  accufiorned. 

Gentlemen  who  p(»fl'ei’»  only  a  few 
acres  for  their  private  accommodation  or 
ainufenient,  may  be  confidcred  as  rpiite 
out  of  the  quelliou  ;  But  the  labourer, 
whofe  bread  ilepends  on  his  plough,  mull 
prefer  ve  a  good  firength  of  fervants  aiul 
cattle  ;  nor  can  any  lyffrni  of  cultivation 
be  jiropofetl  mure  pernicious  both  to  the 
farmer  and  I  he  country,  than  a  mean 
flock  of  either  in  tlii^  variable  and  fforniy 
climate,  where  w  e  ninll  catch  the  fcafons 
as  they  pafs,  and,  at  particular  times, 
make  very  great  efforts,  elfc  our  crops 
and  all  our  labours  arc  loff.  Nor  arc 
any  beings  more  pitiable  than  the  (dijeds 
of  this  ill-judg<  d  patfimony.  It  is  not 
long  fince  two  Englilh  fanners  fettled  in 
a  country  very  well  cultivated  by  the  na¬ 
tives  ;  but  on  tlicir  plan  of  cultivation, 
thefc  ftrangers  looked  with  fovcrcign 
contempt.  'J'heir  farms  were  for  mofc 
part  clay,  which  was  plow'cd  with  two 
horfes  by  a  chain-plough  ;  their  crops 
were  naught ;  their  horfes  perilhed  ;  they 
were  ruined  in  a  few  years. 

Here  I  ought  to  have  delivered  my 
thoughts  of  thole  enormous  carriages  >  on 
are  pleafed  to  preferibe  to  our  cattle.— 
Another  inllance  of  frupl  mcouomy, 
which  with  the  bell  intcntit'ji  you  recom. 
mend  to  us  ;  but  as  probably  your  pa¬ 
tience  has  already  fulfered  tot>  fevere  a 
trial,  I  (ball  only  add  for  the  prefent, 
that  I  lhall  eftcem  it  my  honour  to  be 
confidcred  by  your  candor  in  the  light  of 
a  well  inteniioiicd,  though  antiquated,

IT  WMS  Henryk  great  misfortune  that 
ht  w’as  obliged  to  be  continually  ex- 
crciling  his  military  talents  in  civil  war, 
w  hicli  caufed  him  much  afflidlion,  even 
after  gaining  a  vi<ftory ;  “  I  cannot,  faid 
he,  rejoice  in  the  blood  of  my  fubje^ls, 
however  thty  have  been  deluded,  cr 
mined,  to  oppofe  my  uiil ;  when  I  be¬ 
hold  them  lying  dead  at  my  fett,  I  am 
fcjifible  1  lofc,  by  that  means,  much  more 
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thin  I  pAin.**  One  of  the  remarks  of 
thi-;  preat  prince  was,  “  If  wai  be  a  re- 
mrc'.y,  it  i.^  a  remet'y  as  danperons  as  the 
rv»]/’  “  Tfreat  men  (laid  he)  are  always 

the  laft  to  advlfe  a  war,  but  t!ie  !ir!t  to 
put  it  in  execution.”  Anotlier  uife  ob- 
icivat'on  o!  liis  was  (and  well  worthy  the 
attention  of  other  princes  it  is),  “  'I'hat 
.a  king  w  ho  w  ilhed  to  rcipn  Imppily,  ouj^ht 
never  to  pulli  Itis  power  to  its  luinoft  li¬ 
mits.” 

He  often  ufed  to  fay  to  uivlere  his 
ph\ficlan,  that  the  kittetlont  of  i'rarce 
ref'  milled  a  rlrttpj^ilVs  1 1’ op,  whnv  tl’.ere 
were  tt>  be  tr>iind  the  indt  faint  ary  rc- 
n'.cdie«,and  alio  the  ntml  fu!  tile  p-oifons. 

“  !n  this  cife  (laiil  Henry)  a  kini:  Ihonld 
like  a  (kilful  phyncl.oi,  wh»»  diaws  a 
pn.pot li(Mial»le  rpiatUitv  from  tach,  ar.d 
tiles  it  with  oiferetion  and  jndrtnent.” 

W'heit  fotne  of  the  f.tlthfid  feivarts  of 
llcn»y  inlrcatcd  him  Intake  more  care 
(d'  hts  own  perfon  than  he  was  acciiMo- 
med  tti  df',  and  not  t«»  po  out  fo  often 
alone,  or  ill  guarded,  he  teplieil  :  ”  Ttar 
ought  never  to  enter  it*. to  a  rt'yal 
mind.  lie  that  fears  death  will  nevir 
attempt  my  life,  and  he  that  has  a  e«'n- 
tempt  for  his  own  can  be  at  any  time 
mafliT  of  mine.  I  take  one  method  to 
prevent  it,  without  the  anillanee  <'f 
guards.  1  rrcommct'.d  m^lilf  to  God, 
liotli  when  I  rife  and  w  lien  I  gvi  to 
bed  ;  1  put  mv  trnH  in  him,  .uul  i  pofe 
my  wluile  mniideucr  in  h’s  goednels  ami 
mercy.  And  after  all,  for  w  hit  reafon 
.ami  to  he  thus  iipr'n  my  pnaot,  or  be 
dillnillfnl  or  jealous  t>f  my  own  fa^Vtc: 
It  is  only  fitting  fortyrantsto  live  always 
in  tlicad  anil  tenan.” 

In  tf.r  held,  the  I  lavery  and  valour  of 
this  oriiu'e  was  md  the  only  rpiality 
wliieli  ihone  eoidpienmi*  ;  his  h.nmanity 
and  gooilnefs  of  heart  was  at  lead  eipjal. 
He  pofIVnVd  mi  talfc  pride,  but  i(‘j'iri!i  <l 
llie  eommonefl  foldii  r  as  his  njnal.  He 
wouhl  oMe;i  l^t  down  amotig  them,  or 
lie  on  the  llraw,  eatirg  brown  hre.ad 
ivith  ore  hand,  and  in  the  ('thcr  h.olding 
.“1  piece  of  ehareoal,  with  wliieh  he  .injn- 
fed  him’clf  in  drawing  pbns  for  eainti^, 
lreneht>,  Uc.  He  hi^  hem  In  fluently 
fern  eonfoling  tlir  poor  dnrirg  tf  e  w.''.r, 
and  taking  pains  to  make  ‘hem  under- 
d.iml,  that  it  was  not  Idm  but  tlie  I.ea- 
puers  to  whom  they  owid  all  the  milVrie-. 
they  fufTereif,  In  timei  of  peace  hr 
would  often  wander  frona  his  r.ttenihants 
on  purpofe  to  mix  w  ith  mereluntr,  and 
the  middling  clafs  of  pc‘»p>,  lo  learn 


from  them  the  rrnl  nnd  infertn 

himfeU  of  the  liiuation  of  his  fubjeitl:, 
and  the  calamities  they  fufcre<l,  vvhilil 
the  courtiers  reprefented  things  tarotlu  r- 
wift.  'I'his  liiimaue  prince  m.ide  the 
good  and  happinefs  of  his  people  fo 
mncii  his  peculiar  rare,  that  he  diminilh- 
ed  a**  much  as  p^'flihlc,  both  the  exptn- 
ces  of  his  table  a rul  wardrobe,  content¬ 
ing  !:i:nfclf  to  we  r  a  pl  dn  grey  li  bit, 
with  1  douiilct  of  f  ithrr  filtiii  or  t.^lfi  t*', 
wiih'iMt  the  leaf!  ornament,  and  often 
bmtrrtd  h.is  courtiers  on  the  inignlfi- 
ccncc  of  tlu'ir  a;  p.  re',  oui  pot  toittit  {lv\, 
I'.c)  i^ui  s  chntan.v  ri  Jrurs  hots  /nr  Ics  epnu- 
it-u  i.  r  »  “  car’  v  ng  (f-od  be)  thrir  c*ltl.es 
and  their  W(kh1*  upon  their  fliouldcis 
Henry,  who  was  not  igr.imant  of  the 
fniVicion'!  many  hid  formed  of  his  not 
biing  a  fircerc  cdliolic,  fdd,  ”  There 
.11  c  three  things  I  he  world  will  not  be¬ 
lieve  to  be  true  ;  whuh  ire  ncvtothilcls 
cert  nil.  FirfI,  tliat  tlic  Queen  of  Eng¬ 
land  (Klizahctli) died  a  miiii.  Secondly, 
that  tlie  arclidiike  is  a  grot  captain. 
And,  1  flK,  ll>«t  ihe  king  of  Fraiicc  i?  a 
g.oif  catholif.”  Henry  being  In  fii 
eh  nr  her  one  ri  «y  rdong  with  a  lady  wlioni 
he  loved.  Sully  came  into  the  anli-cham-  • 
Ik  r  with  an  iiilcntion  of  going  info  Ih.d 
apartment  where  the  king  was  ;  but  be¬ 
ing  told  by  me  of  the  pages  that  he  could 
not  then  cntir,  Sully  retired,  quickly 
gu  fling  the  true  rrafmi,  but  was  igno¬ 
rant  who  the  fair  one  was  tint  the  king 
fo  cautioufly  w  ilhed  to  conceal.

Canfe  and  c  fl'ct7  are  coriflaiilly  allied  in 
morals,  as  well  as  in  piiyfics.  lie,  there¬ 
fore,  that  begins  with  confinuatio”,  who 
fei/es  oil  tlie  middle  without  attending 
to  the  preceding  extreme,  who  expei^iS 
the  confcqiicncc  without  the  canfe,  miift: 
be  difappointed  in  every  dedgn,  however 
rationally  adopted.

Hnrgoyric  ;  and  yet  he  was  able 
td  diilate  tcims  to  above  four  times  his 
mmiber,  ami  by  the  convention  whieli 
does  him  honour,  Ins  w  hole  army  are  at 
liberty  to  ferve  in  any  part  of  the  empire, 
except  tlu  rebe’tious  provinces. 

An  invalion  from  Canada  by  regular 
troops, altifted  by  proviiu  i.ds aiui  liulians, 
was  doubllefs,  .well  calculated  to  iiiti- 
midrdc  and  ft i  ike  a  general  p.inic  thro*  the 
northern  colonies;  tliey  uad  experien¬ 
ced  tlie  like  in  the  late  war  ;  it  was  par¬ 
ticularly  dicadtil,  anil,  in  the  early  ftages 
of  the  rebeliion,  would  have  produced 
inftaiit  fubiniftion ;  and  had  Geii.  Howe 
direcHcd  the  operations  of  the  main  army 
to  the  nortliward,  inlload  of  going  to 
Philadelphia,  in  all  probability  the  entire 
rtdiiiMion  of  the  New  England  colonies 
vvouKl  have  been  eft'vcdtd  in  this  c.ini- 
paign.  It  w’As  generally  helieveil  by  the 
rebels  themfclves,  that  a  juriCtion  of  the 
tvv^o  Ibililli  armies  would  be  fatal  to 
them.  Many  that  had  enriched  theni- 
felves  by  priv.itct  ring,  weieeafling  alM>ut 
to  traniport  themlelves  and  wealth  to 
fiueign  parts  ;  the  loyalifls  among  them 
began  to  conic  forward  and  Ihcw*  thrin- 
tclvcs  ;  and  although  Gen.  Purgoync’s  li- 
tuatii''*  was  well  known,  it  was  with  the 
greateft  difficulty  that  futfici'  Ut  numbers 
could  bc'colUitfed  to  oppnfe  him.  I'f’C 
nlfeinbly  of  tlie  Maff'achufiett’s-bay  were 
obliged  to  turn  out  pei fonally,  lo  cnci/U- 
rage  others  to  do  it.

And  after  ha¬ 
ving  made  eve  y  effort,  and  Itrained 
every  nerve  to  carry  a  point  upon  which 
tliey  ail  depended,  with  fo  many  eemeur- 
ring  cireiimftances  in  their  favour,  they 
but  birely  lucceeded.

''I  'HR  viceroy  nnJ  fuperintendant  failed 
■  at  thj  la.nc  time;  and  an  account 
Mt*  the  laws  which  they  were  to  enforce 
ii  Rviicd  Aim  rica  before  them.  The  entry 
ot'  S.n  lov.il  into  Me.xico  was  viewed  as 
’die  prelude  ot  general  min.  Theuiibmit- 
e>!  ^l  a'itof  liberty  to  the  Indians  affected 
fvciy  Spaniard  in  America  without  dif- 
linctiori,  and  there  was  hardly  one  who 
inieht  not  on  Tome  pretext  be  included 
r.ndtr  the  othei  regulations,  a»d  fuffer  by 
tlitin.  Rut  the  colony  in  New  Spciin 
had  now  been  fo  long  accuftoincd  to  the 
lefti  iunts  of  law  and  auihoiity  under  the 
Itrady  and  prudent  sdminiilra’tion  of 
.Mendoza,  Ih^.t  how  much  Igever  the 
fpirit  of  the  new  hatutes  was  dctcllcd 
and  dreaded,  no  attempt  was  made  to 
ohftrud  tile  publication  of  them  by  any 
?itt  of  violence  unbecoming  fubjeCls.  The 
rnagiftralcs  and  principal  inhabitants, 
l»owt\rr,  preiented  dutiful  addreffes  to 
the  \iccroy  and  fupcriutendani,  reprefen- 
the  f  ital  conlcquences  of  enforcing 
tncm.  Happily  for  them,  Mendoza,  by 
Iotj:  rcTiilcnce  in  the  country,  was  to 
t'loroughly  acquainted  with  its  flate, 
t!  <  h.e  k’.D'w  what  was  for  its  intereft  as 
^vl:Il  as  wlnt  it  couKl  bear;  and  Sando¬ 
val,  though  new  in  iiffice,  difplaycd  a  dc- 
ei'i  e  of  moderation  feldom  potlcflcd  by 
P  *’  !onsjuft  entering  upon  the  excrcif*  of 
'I'iiey  engaged  to  fufpend,  for 
1‘*  ne  time,  the  execution  of  what  was 
HlVnfivc  in  the  new  laws,  and  not  only 
<  oidcnted  that  a  deuiitation  of  citizrns 
iiioidil  be  fent  to  Rurope  to  lay  before 
the  cmpcKir  the  apprchenfions  of  hi* 
^u^jcCt^  in  New  Spun  with  refpe^t  to 
t'leir  tendency  and  effc«$ts,  but  they  con- 
eurred  with  them  in  fiipporting  their 
h  ntiinenth.  Charles,  moved  by  the  opi- 
I'U'ii  of  men  wiiofc  .^biliiies  ami  integrity 
i’”itle-J  them  to  decide  concerning  what 
lv!l  immediately  under  their  own  view, 
j  r.r.Ue  1  Inch  a  relaxat'on  of  the  rigour 
of  the  laws  as  re-efl  ddillud  the  colony 
in  'M  former  iran<|nillity.

CO  to  the  Spanifh  crown,  farther  removed 
from  the  infpe*ftion  of  the  parent  ftate, 
r.nd  intoxi.  aied  with  the  fiiddcn  acquHi« 
tion  of  wealth,  carried  on  all  their  ope¬ 
rations  with  gi eater  licence  and  irregu¬ 
larity  than  any  body  of  adventurers  in 
the  New'  World.  Amidft  the  general 
fubvcrlion  of  law  and  order,  occafioned 
by  two  fucceflive' civil  wars,  when  each 
individual  was  at  liberty  to  decide  for 
himfclf,  without  any  guide  but  his  Own 
iiUcrtft  or  pafl'nms,  this  turbulent  fpirit 
rofe  above  all  fenfe  of  tubordination.  To 
men  thus  corrupted  by  anarchy,  the  in- 
trodudion  of  regular  government,  the 
power  of  a  viceroy,  and  the  autho¬ 
rity  of  a  refpeClable  court  of  judica* 
ture,  would  have  appealed  f  rmida- 
b!c  rcftiaiwts,  to  which  they  would 
have  fubniittcd  with  reluctance.  But 
they  revolted  with  indignation  againft 
the  idea  of  complying  with  laws,  by 
which  they  were  to  be  ftripf»ed  at  once 
of  all  they  had  earned  lo  hardly  during 
many  years  of  fervicc  and  fufferings. 
As  the  account  of  the  new  laws  ^read 
fuccelTivcly  through  the  difTereiit  kttle- 
ments,  the  inhabitants  run  together,  the 
women  in  tears,  and  the  men  exclaiming 
againft  the  iiijiifiice  and  ingratitude  gf 
t  h  ir  fovercign  in  depriving  thcm,unhcard 
and  unconvidted,  of  their  poircffions.  * 
“  Is  this,  cried  they,  the  rccompence 
due  to  per  Tons  who,  without  public 
aid,  at  tlieir  own  cxnence,  and  by  thci|r 
own  valour,  have  fubjedted  to  Ae  crowm 
of  Caftilc  territories  of  fuch  vail  extent 
and  npulenee  ?  Are  thefe  the  rewards 
beftowed  for  having  endured  unparallel¬ 
ed  diltrcfs,  for  having  encountered  every 
fpecles  of  danger  in  the  fervice  of  their 
country  ?  IVhofe  merit  is  fo  great,  whofc 
condudt  has  been  fo  irreproachable,  that 
he  may  net  be  condemned  by  fome  pe¬ 
nal  clanfc  in  regulations,  conceived  in 
terms  as  looGc  and  comprehenfive  as  if 
it  Jiad  been  intended  that  all  fhoiild  be 
entangled  in  their  fn.ire?  Every  Spaniard 
of  note  in  Peru  has  licld  fornc  puolic  of¬ 
fice,  and  all,  without  dillindHon,  have 
been  conftrained  to  take  an  adtive  p.att 
in  the  conteft  between  the  two  rivil 
chief*.  Were  the  former  to  be  robbed 
of  tiu  ir  proptrty  becaufe  tUey  bad  .ione 
their  duty  ?  Were  the  latter  to  be  pii- 
nilhed  on  .account  of  what  they  could 
not  avpid  ?  Sli.all  the  ronqueror*  of  this 
great  empire,  inflead  of  receiving”  marks 
of  diftindlion,  \w  deprived  of  the  natural 
confolalioii  of  providing  for  tbeir  widows 
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aiul  chililrcn,  and  leave  them  to  depend 
tor  luMiltencc  on  the  fcanty  fnpply  they 
can  extort  from  unfeeling  courtiers  ?  VVe 
arc  not  able  now,  coruinuctl  they,  to  ex¬ 
plore  unknown  regions  in  qncit  ot  more 
fecurc  f’ctllcments  ;  our  conltitutionf, 
debilitated  with  age,  ^nd  our  bodies  co¬ 
vered  with  wounds,  are  no  lon;?rr  fit  for 
active  fervicc;  but  Hill  we  poUcls  v'gour 
fuflicient  to  afl’ert  our  juft  rights,  and  we 
will  not  tamely  futfer  them  to  be  wrefted 
from  ns. 

Hy  dilcourfes  of  this  fort,  uttered  with 
vehemence,  and  litlcned  to  with  univer- 
fal  approbation,  tluir  pallions  were  in- 
(Umed  to  Inch  a  pi  ch,  that  they  were 
prcpaied  for  the  moft  violent  meafurrs  ; 
and  began  to  hold  confultations  in  dif¬ 
ferent  places,  how  they  might  oppofc 
the  entrance  of  the  viceroy  and  judges, 
and  prevent  not  only  tlie  execution  but 
the  promulgation  of  the  new  laws.  From 
tiiis  however,  they  were  diverted  by  the 
addrefs  of  Yaca  de  Callro,  wlio  flattered 
them  with  itopes,  that,  as  foon  as  tiic 
viceroy  and  judges  ihould  arrive,  and 
hud  Iciliire  to  examine  their  petitions 
aj'i*l  rcinonll ranees,  they  would  concur 
v^ith  them  in  endcavouiing  to  procure 
fv''r»c  mitigation  in  the  rigour  of  Uws 
v.'hich  had  been  fnmed  without  <lue  at- 
tcntitin  eiJher  to  the  fl.iteofthe  country, 
or  to  the  fentiInent^  ol  the  people.  A 
greater  degree  ot  accoinm«)dation  to 
thefe,  and  even  fomc  conceflions  on  the 
part  t>f  government,  were  now  Ix'comc 
requifite  to  eompofe  the  prefent  fei  ment, 
and  to  foothe  the  colonilts  into  fubmif- 
fum,  by  infpiring  them  with  confidence 
in  their  fnperiors.  But  without  pro¬ 
found  difceniment,  conciliating  manners, 
and  flexibility  of  temper,  fuch  a  plan 
Ceiuld  not  be  carried  on.  The  vicerdy 
poffelTed  none  *>f  Ihcfe.  Of  all  the  qua¬ 
lities  that  fit  men  for  hi^li  command,  he 
was  endowed  only  with  integrity  and 
courage  i  the  former  hai  Ih  aiul  uncoin- 
plying,  the  latteT  hortlering  fi>  frequent¬ 
ly  on  rafhnrfa  or  obilin.icy,  that  in  his 
fituation  they  were  defeats  rather  than 
virtues.  From  the  moment  that  he  land¬ 
ed  at  Tunbe/,  Nugnez  Vela  feems  to 
have  confidered  liimlclf  merely  as  an  tx- 
ccu’ivc  otficer,  without  any  difcreiio- 
rary  power ;  and,  rcgardlefs  of  what¬ 
ever  ne  obfcrvcil  or  heard  concerning 
the  Hate  of  the  country,  he  adheicd  to 
the  letter  or  the  regulations  with  unre- 
leniing  rigr>ur.  In  all  the  ttuvns  through 
which  he  pafled,  the  natives  were  decla¬ 
red  to  be  free,  every  perfoQ  io  public  of¬ 


fice  was  deprived  of  his  lands  and  fer- 
vants  ;  and  as  an  example  of  obedience 
to  others,  he  would  not  flitter  a  linglc 
Indian  to  be  employed  in  carrying  Mg 
baggage  in  his  march  towards  Lin. a. 
Amazement  and  confternation  went  bc- 
tbre  Idm  he  approached.  ;  and  fo  little 
iolicitous  was  he  to  prevent  them  from 
augmenting,  that,  on  entering  the  capital, 
he  openly  avowed  that  he  came  to  obey 
liie  orders  of  his  fovcieign,  not  to  dif- 
penfe  with  his  laws.  This  harfli  decla¬ 
ration  was  accompanied  with  what  ren¬ 
dered  it  ftill  more  intolerable,  haughti- 
nefg  in  deportment,  a  tone  ot  arrogance 
and  decifion  in  ddcoutle,  and  an  info- 
lence  of  oftlce  grievous  to  men  little  ac- 
cuftomed  to  hold  civil  autliority  in  high 
refpedt.  Every  attempt  to  procure  a 
furpcnlion  or  mitigation  of  the  neu  laws, 
the  viceroy  confidered  as  flowing  fiom  a 
fpirit  of  difafledion  that  tended  to  rclrel- 
lion.  Several  perfons  of  tank  were  con¬ 
fined,  and  fome  put  to  death,  without 
any  form  of  tiial,  Vaca  dc  Caftro  was 
arrefled,  and  notwithftarding  the  dignity 
of  his  former  rank,  and  his  merit  in  ha¬ 
ving  prevented  a  general  infuiredtion  in 
the  colony,  he  was  loaded  with  {chains, 
and  ihiit  up  in  the  comm  njail. 

But  however  general  tlie  indignation 
W.1S  againft  fuch  proceedings,  it  is  pro¬ 
bable  that  the  h.ind  of  authority  w'ould 
have  been  flrong  enough  to  lupprefi  it, 
and  to  prevent  its  bur  fling  out  with  open 
violence,  if  the  malcontents  had  not  been 
provided  with  a  leader  of  credit  and 
einineiue  t'‘  unite  and  to  direct  their  ef¬ 
forts.  From  the  time  that  the  piirprWt 
of  the  new  rcc illations  w'as  ktmwn 
Peru,  every  Spaniard  there  turned  his 
eyes  towards  Goir/alo  Plzarro,  as  the 
only  p.  r fun  able  to  avert  the  ruin  with 
which  they  threatened  the  colony.  From 
all  ijnarters,  letters  and  addrefl'es  were 
fent  to  him,  conjuring  him  to  (land  forth 
ns  their  common  protedor,  and  offering 
to  fiipport  him  in  the  attempt  with  their 
» lives  and  fortunes.  Conza’o,  though 
infciio-  in  talents  to  his  other  brothers, 
was  equally  amb’tii'us,  and  of  courage 
no  Id's  d.iring.  I'lie  behaviour  of  an 
unpatefu!  court  towr.rds  his  brotkers 
and  iiimfclf,  dwelt  continually  on  his 
mind,  Fc’ilinand  a  flate  prifoner  in  Eu- 
ivipe,  the  children  of  the  governor  in 
cuflody  cf  the  vicercy,  and  fent  al>oard 
liis  fleet,  himfclf  reduced  to  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  a  private  citizen,  in  a  country  for 
the  ciloovrry  and  conquefl  of  which 
Spain  was  Indebted  to  his  family.  Thefe 
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thoughts  prompted  him  to  feck  for  vcn- 
geanct  ,  and  to  aiVcrt  the  l  iglits  of  his  fa¬ 
mily.  <»f  which  he  now  conlidered  him- 
fclt  as  the  guanlian  anti  Iwcir.  Hut  as  no 
Mpaniaid  can  cdfily  furmount  that  vene- 
laiion  for  his  lovereign  which  is  inter- 
wDven  in  his  fraine,  the  Idea  of  marching 
in  arms  againll  the  royal  Aandard  filled 
him  with  horror.  He  heliTated  long, 
and  was  Hill  unrcfolved,  when  the  vio¬ 
lence  ol  the  viccrov,  the  univcrfal  call  of 
1.1s  countrynun,  ainl  liic  certainty  of  be- 
<  (»mirii  fooii  a  vnitim  hiinfcif  to  tlic  leve- 
ntv  of  the  new  laws,  moved  him  to  c|uit 
iiis  reiidence  at  Chuquifaca  dc  la  Plata, 
and  repair  to  Cuzco.  All  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  went  out  to  mrtt  him,  and  recei¬ 
ved  turn  with  tranfports  of  joy,  as  the 
tLliverci  ol  tlie  colony.  In  the  fervoitr 
ol  their  zeal,  they  eh  c^cd  him  procura¬ 
tor-general  of  the  Spaniih  nation  in  Peru, 
to  folicit  the  repeal  of  the  late  regula¬ 
tions.  'I'hcy  authorilcd  him  to  lay  their 
i  tUK niA ranees  beture  the  royal  audience 
in  lama,  atid,  upon  pretext  of  clanger 
from  the  liiclians,  aulhorif.d  him  to 
march  lUit  her  in  arms.  Under  landtion 
Ol  tills  nominatiot),  Pizarro  took  pofl'cf- 
lion  of  the  royal  ireafure,  appointed  of¬ 
ficer.-',  levied  Ibklier*^,  feized  a  large  train 
ot  artillery,  which  Yaca  de  Caftro  had 
dcp.ifitcd  in  Guamanga,  and  let  out  for 
lama,  as  if  he  had  been  advancing  a- 
gainit  a  public  enemy.  Difaffedion  ha¬ 
ving  now  aliumcd  a  regular  form,  and 
h  ing  nniled  under  a  chief  of  luch  a  dif- 
tiiiguidied  name,  many  perfons  of  note 
relortcd  to  his  ftandard  ;  and  a  confide- 
r.ilde  part  of  the  troops  raifed  by  the 
xiceiMy  to  oppofe  his  progrefs,  dei*rtcd 
to  him  in  a  body. 

Before  Pizano  reached  Lima,  a  revo¬ 
lution  h.itl  happened  there,  which  cn-. 
conraged  him  to  proceed  with  almod 
ccit.iinty  of  luccel's.  'I  hc  violence  of 
the  viceroy’s  adminiilration  was  not 
inortf  formidable  to  the  Spaniards  of  Pe¬ 
nt,  th.'‘n  his  overbearing  haughtinefs  was 
o.li>,a3  to  his  afl'oeiates,  the  judges  of  the 
n>yal  audience.  During  iheir  voyage 
from  Spain,  fome  fymptoms  of  coldnefs 
began  to  ap;)car.  Hut  as  foon  as  they 
entered  upon  the  cxcrcifc  of  their  rc- 
fpcifilvc  mlices,  both  parties  were  fo 
mucii  cxafpcratcd  by  frequent  conteft**, 
aiiling  from  interference  of  jurifdidion 
and  contrariety  of  opinion,  that  their  mu- 
tn^l  (iiiguft  ition  grew  into  open  enmity. 
1  he  judges  thwarted  the  viceroy  in  every 
ptc  ifurc,  fet  at  liberty  prifoaers  whom  he 
•  td  confined,*  Jaftified  the  malcontents. 
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and  applauded  their  remonfirances.  At 
a  time  when  both  departments  of  go¬ 
vernment  fhould  have  united  againlt  the 
appro.tching  enemy,  they  were  contend¬ 
ing  with  each  other  lor  I’upcrioiity.  The 
jiulgcs  at  length  prevailed.  The  viceroy, 
iinivcrfally  odious,  and  abandoned  even 
by  his  own  guards,  was  feized  in  bis  pa¬ 
lace,  and  carried  to  a  defart  ill.Uid  on  the. 
coaft,  to  l>e  kept  there  until  he  could  be 
fent  home  to  Spain. 

The  judges,  in  confequcnce  of  this, 
liaving  aHunied  the  fupreme  dircdtiun  of 
affairs  into  their  own  hands,  iffued  a  pro¬ 
clamation  lufpcnding  the  execution  of 
the  obnoxious  laws,  and  lent  a  melfage 
to  Pizarro,  requiring  him,  as  they  had 
already  granted  wliatcvcr  he  could  rc- 
queft,  to  difmifs  his  troops,  and  to  re¬ 
pair  to  Lima  wiUi  fifteen’  or  twenty  at- 
teiuiauts.  7’hey  could  hardly  expect 
that  a  man  fo  dating  and  ambitious 
would  tamely  comply  with  this  requili- 
tion.  It  was  made',  probably,  with  no 
fuch  intention,  but  only  to  throw  a  de¬ 
cent  veil  over  their  own  conduct ;  for 
Cepeda,  the  prefident  of  the  court  of  au¬ 
dience,  a  pragmatical  and  atpiring  Jaw;- 
ycr,  Teems  to  have  held  a  fccrct  corrcr 
fpondence  with  Pizarro,  and  had  already 
formed  the  plan,  which  he  af'tcrwards 
executed,  of  devoting  himfelf  to  hU  fer- 
vicc.  The  imprifoninent  of  the  viceroy,, 
the  ufurpation  of  the  judges,  together 
with  the  univcrfal  confulion  and  anarchy 
confequent  upon  events  fo  lingular  and 
unexpected,  opened  new  and  vaft  prof- 
peCts  to  Pizarro,  Infiead  of  the  inferior 
function  of  Procurator  for  the  Spaniih 
fcttlemcnts  in  Peru,  he  openly  demanded 
to  be  governor  and  captain-general  of 
the  whole  province,  and  required  the 
court  of  audience  to  grant  him  a  com- 
miffion  to  that  effeCt.  At  the  head  of 
twelve  hundred  men,  within  a  mile  of  Li¬ 
ma,  where  there  was  neither  leader  nor 
army  to  oppofe  him,  fuch  a  requell  ear* 
ried  with  it  the  authority  of  a  command, 
Carvajal,  impatient  of  delay,  and  impe¬ 
tuous  in  all  his  operations,  marched  into 
the  city  by  night,  feized  feveral  officers 
of  dilli action  obnoxious  to  Pizarro,  and 
h.'ingcd  them  without  the  formality  of  a 
trial.  Next  morning  the  court  of  au¬ 
dience  iffued  a  comminioii  in  the  empe¬ 
ror’s  name,  appointing  Pizarro  governor 
of  Peru,  with  fun  powers,  civil  as  well  as 
military,  and  he  entered  the  town  ti>at 
day  with  extraordinary  pomp,  to  lake 
pjffclfiun  of  his  new  tl’;;nity.

IPS  as  written  by  the 
Creeks,  and  the  fame  hiltory  as  written  by 
the  Perfians  themfeivf  s.  In  the  relations 
of  thcle  clalfi  s  of  svritrr?,  he  obferves,

The  early  annals  of 
Greece,  Perfn,  and  ail  other  countries, 
are  built  entTcly  on  tradition  ;  and  a  va-* 
riety  of  ciuumtT.mres,  peculiar  to  Afi.s, 
juflifies  us  in  tuppofing  that  tradition  was 
more  vigorous  in  the  eall  than  in  l)»e 
well.  “  In  Ptrfia,  India,  Tartnry,  Ara¬ 
bia,  it  h.ss  been  ever  one  of  tlicir  favou- 
litc  amufi  ments  to  afl'cmble  in  the  ftrene 
evtMiiug',  arvuiml  liicir  tents,  on  tf^e  plat¬ 
forms  '^iih  which  their  hoiifcs*are  in  ge- 
nrial  roolcfl,  or  in  large  halls  erected  U  r 
the  purpofe,  in  order  toair.ufc  llu  iufelvts 
in  varii’us  exercifes  of  genius,  and  f»e- 
quently  in  traditional  n 'natives  of  their 
remoter  .inccltor».**  Problied  ffory-tel- 
lcr.=?  are  of  early  date  in  the  call  :  even  at 
tlil.s  d.iy  nun  of  rank  have  generally  one 
or  in<*re  auio'ig  their  attend.rntb.  Many 
of  their  tales  are  highly  amufing,  efpe- 
cially  thofc  of  Perlian  origin.  They 
we'X'  <  ven  thought  fo  dangerous  by  Ma- 
hofnuu’d,  that  he  expref^ly  prohibited 
them  in  the  Alcoran.  Another  circuni- 
ft  mce  which  contributed  greatly  to  the 
prt  fcrv.ition  of  tiaditional  hilb  l  y  in  the 
ealf,  is  priJc  cf  hhod^  which  the  author 
rrovt  s  by  a  great  variety  of  inltnnces  ro 
have  been  caiiicd  to  a  greater  height  ia 
Alia,  than  in  any  other  pat  t  of  the  world* 
Il^nce  the  Ifiidy  of  genealogy  was  cirJti- 
vatcvl  svith  peculiar  care,  and  this  ttudy  is 
fo  intimately  connected  with  hiltorical. 
kinvvv  led.ee,  th.'^t  it  ii»  impoITible  to  make 
any  g»-ea»  progr  <8  In  the  one  without  be¬ 
ing  minutely  veifevi  in  the  other. 

ITpon  thefe  grounds  tl;e  author  con¬ 
cludes,  that  the  mateiials  of  the  Perfiar.s 
for  a I. dent  hiOory  arc  as  much  to  be  re- 
fpviJIcd  as  thofe  of  wef'ern  nations. 
Among  fcveral  Greci.m  relations,  nhicli 
he  mcnli(  ns  as  inconiif^ent  with  thofe  of 
the  P<.rli.i‘'.s,  nre  the  invafions  of  Greece 
under  Oaiius  and  Xtrxes,  and  the  Mate- 
do’ii^n  C’UKpi  f>  by  .Alexaiulrr.  Ah  to 
ttie  former,  the  j^ertian  writers aic  altoge¬ 
ther  filent.  “  Till  the  reign  of  Philip  of 
M u ciloii  (he  obfc'vcH)  the  Grctkft  arc 
harvdy  mentioned  by  thefe  writers,  but 
as  tributaries  to  the  Perli.an  empiie,  So 
tl.at  thefe  fn.nous  invafions  h-ve  an  ap- 
pcar.incc  of  being  finiplv  the  iiirwemt  iPi 
of  the  governors  o^  Atia  Minor,  en¬ 
force  the  payment  of  a  tribute  which  the 
Grr<  ks  ir.iglit  be  apt  fo  neglect.'* 

\V.  think  Mr  R’chardfon  excuf.vWe  in 
e.sir>ing  his  vrrtr.ation  fcrPerfiati  autho¬ 
rities  a  little  too  far.  One  naturally  va¬

ii.  l)ut  nearer  by  above  a  thoufaiul  years, 
thi«  circumftaMce  alone  muft  have  a  pro- 

w’eight ;  bccaufc  tradition,  how 
tis’oroub  foevt  r  it  may  be  fuppofed  in  ttie 
f.'itl.  Can  fcarecly  be  put  in  competition 
with  written  iee<*rd8  of  fo  ancient  a  dale. 
'1  hat  the  European  Greeks  never  paid 
a.'.y  tribute  to  the  IVrfians,  might  be  pro¬ 
ved  f.om  the  relative  poverty  and  coii- 
r^?!*  of  the  form  .  r,  if  it  were  not  fuffi- 
cicntly  evident  from  the  whole  tenor  of 
t^iir  hittory.  I’hirr  hillorians  and  ora- 
t'.r'  enter  into  a  minute  detail  of  the  mi¬ 
litary  tr.infadtions,  negociations,  and  trea¬ 
ties  httwfen  the  two  nations.  The  dif- 
hr  T't  I  aU5  of  Gteecc  throw  the  blame 
n  u.ne  anothci,  of  any  tranfitory  advan- 
t  »}:  •  whirh  the  Ptrfians  acquired  overthe

Greece,  and  feveral  other  particulars, 
thefc  w’riters  dift'er  from  Herodotus  and 
otic  another.  But  this  dilference,  while 
it  proves  that  their  relations  were  not  co¬ 
pied  with  ftrvility  from  more  ancient  ac¬ 
counts,  adds  new  force  to  their  evidence. 
They  all  agree  in  the  principal  fadts,  that 
the  force  of  Alia  was  poured  into  Eu¬ 
rope  ;  that  Xerxes himfelf,  the  Grnu  Kwg^ 
the /.or </ Afia,  commanded  in  per-  . 
fon  the  ftcond  expedition  into  Greece  ; 
that  he  was  lhamcfully  defeated  ;  and  that 
the  Perfians  foon  after  concluded  a  dif- 
honouiable  p(  ace  with  the  Greeks.  Hut 
Oioidd  Mr  Kichardfon  objciJt,  that  this  ia 
fiili  the  Greeks  w  ho  tell  w  hat  the  Greeks 
have  perldnntd ;  w*e  may  aniwer,  that 
all  the  Grevks  were  by  no  means  intrreH- 
ed  in  exaggerating  thefe  events.  The  ' 
Thebans,  and  ftvcral  others,  intimidated 
by  the  Pcifian  arms,  or  corrupted  by  the 
Perfian  gold,  took  part  with  the  itivaders 
of  their  countiy.  They  would  naturally 
be  inclined,  theiefore,  to.  contradld  the 
pompous  dcfcriptioiiM  of  the  Athenians, 
which  tended  fo  much  to  their  own  dif- 
honour.  But  we  find  not  that,  even  in 
the  7enith  of  their  pow’er,  they  have  ven¬ 
tured  to  do  fo.  The  vi^uries  over  the 
Perfians  formed  a  piinci|>al  topic  of  pane¬ 
gyric  in  many  public  foleninitics.  In  the 
general  orations  fjiokcn  at  Olympia, 
where  fpedators  were  alfemblcd  from  ail 
the  difft  rent  dates,  this  topic  never  was 
forg<»tten  ;  nor  did  one  diflentieut  voice, 
by  denying  the  praife  to  be  due,  render  it 
necclfary  for  the  orators  to  cflablini  the 
authenticity  of  the  fads  on  which  tluir 
panegyric  was  founded. 

Although  w'c  cannot  illcw  as  much* 
weight  as  Mr  Kichardfon  docs  to  the  re¬ 
lations  of  the  Perfians,  we  think,  hoVv-* 
ever,  that  they  ought  not  by  any  means 
to  be  difregarded.  The  materials  ot  an-* 
cient  hiftory  arc  fo  few,  and  fo  uncertain, 
that  nothing  tending  to  enlarge  or  au¬ 
thenticate  them,  ought  to  be  def^lrd  or 
rejeded.  Mr  Kichardfoii  has  proved,  that 
the  Perfian  annals  correfpoiid  nearer  than 
thnfe  of  the  Greeks,  with  the  fucccflictr 
of  Perfian  kings  mentioned  in  frrtptiire. 
He  has  proved  likewife,  that  the  Pcifian 
nod  Arabic  languages  are  of  no  fmaf!  im¬ 
portance  in  the  invef  fgation  of  remote 
Gentile  .intiquities.  Thefc  fur#  ly  are  io- 
tereflirg  points,  cfpecial.y  as  they  clafh 
with  tl»e  opiniotio,  which  feme  of  the 
mod  learned  and  ingenious  men  In  thtf 
country,  or  in  Europe,  have  drlivrred  on 
the  fame  ftibjedi. 

Amougfi  others  is  Mr  Bryact,  author 
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of  the  celebrated  antlyfis  of  ancient  my- 
tholoijy  1  he  chief  points  whicli  Mr  Bry¬ 
ant  means  to  citabhfli,  arc  firil,  the  uni- 
verialily  ut  the  deluge  trom  Gentile  au¬ 
thorities;  hcoiidly,  the  inigralitm  aft^r 
the  Babel  dilpetfion  ol  a  pet  pk*  whom  he 
calls  Cuthites  or  Amiinians,  inc  defeen- 
dan.s  of  Chub,  the  fun  of  lla  n.  Third¬ 
ly,  the  Arkite  c.  rcintmials,  with  the  ge- 
ncial  wv-rlliip  of  li'C  Ion  and  fiie,  as  iu- 
trotluCi  d  by  thole  people  into  the  difter  'it 
ctuinlrics  where  Ihi  y  eitahliilu'ii  colonies. 
Mr  Bryant  acknwukdgcs  Iiiinkll  a  iUrtii 
ger  li>  the  Btrhan  ami  Arabic  langu  iges  ; 
and  i.i  order  to  cllaoliin  the  point ^  above- 
lacr.tioncd,  he  lays,  “  that  we  inmt  I'.avc 
vecouile  to  the  writers  of  Greece.  It  is 
•  I)  vain  to  talk  alH>ut  the  Ar<tbian  and 
fVilic  literature  ot  modern  date.’*  By 
this  oblervation  he  attacks  a  province 
which  Mr  Kichardlon  thinks  luinkif  o- 
Migcd  to  ilefind  ;  and  we  mult  acknow¬ 
ledge  that  he  defends  it  in  fueh  a  maniRr 
as  relleJts  equal  lauiour  on  his  candour 
and  his  abilities.

“  There  can  be  no  doubt,  that  the  par- 
liamt  nt  iT  Great  Britain  had  paflld  ma¬ 
ny  laws  to  bind  America  ;  they  had  im¬ 
peded  duties  upon  goods  imported  into 
thefe  cclonics,  and  had  fuhjeCled  their 
tr.iv.c  to  many  rcllriiftions ;  they  had 
ev.  ii  III  foinc  few  inltancvK  impolecl  taxes 
v[  on  them,  which  tnay  I  e  called  internal, 
tiRUgh  1  recollciit  only  that  of  the  poft- 
oifice.  And  it  feems  to  me  an  undeni¬ 
able  propofuion,  that,  before  the  year 
1754,  It  did  not  occur  10  Great  Britain 
on  the  one  hand,  nor  to  America  on  the 
other,  that  there  was  any  rcar,  iablc 
doubt  of  the  univerfality  of  the  power 
of  the  Brit  ilk  jiarlianient,  to  bind  the 
coionies  in  all  cafes  whailoevcr,  although 
that  pi'vver,  except  with  regard  to  mat¬ 
ters  of  trade,  had  been  u  cd  very  fpa- 
ringly.  I  am  aw  arc  of  what  paHed  in  the 
reign  of  King  William,  and  alfo  that  at 
dilfcrent  times  lonie  of  the  colonies  had 
tlatined  anexem.dion  trom  the  power  of 
pailiament,  and  Ihal  fome  of  onr  ftatutes 
had  not  been  firictiy  executed  there; 
but  we  never  had  admitted  thefe  claims, 
and  the  colorics  h.ul  ^  eitainly  acquieferd. 

“  III  the  year  1754,  however,  the  mat¬ 
ter  unoei  went  a  very  ferious  dilcullion.

This  plan  was  fent  to  government 
here  f»»i  appiobation.  Tlie  plan  was 
not  appiovetl  ;  but  a  new  one  was 
formed  in  place  ot  it,  by  which  it  was 
propofed  that  the  fcvcral  governors,  and 
one  or  two  m'ndxis  of  each  council 
Hionld  afl'embk ,  and  he  iin)>owered  to 
determine  cm  proper  mea lures  for  the 
common  fafety,  and  to  draw  upon  the 
treafnry  of  Krgland  for  the  nccelTary  ex- 
peiee,  and  that  the  treafury  (honld  1>C 
rrimbiirtetl  by  a  tax  upon  America,  to 
be  impofed  by  the  Briiifh  parliament.

blit  impofes  the  tax  on  all  perfoHS  pnlief- 
ting  the  property,  or  coiifiiniing  tlie  tax¬ 
ed  commodity,  in  whatever  part  of  the 
kingdom  they  icfule.  'I  hc  land-tnx,  the 
windo  v-tax,  for  example,  arc  iinpofed 
upon  a’d  tlie  land  and  windows  t>f  Eng¬ 
land,  in  whatever  county  fituated,  and 
are  not  impeded  upon  Vorklhirc  alone, 
vhilft  all  the  other  counties  pay  nothing. 
In  liWe  manner,  the  malt-tax  is  not  im- 
pofed  on  the  malt  made  in  one  county 
<ndv,  but  on  all  the  malt  made  anywhere 
in  Englaml.  The  dulies  of  cuftoms  af¬ 
fect  the  imporlaiion  and  exportation  of 
goods  a\  c»’ery  place,  and  the  duties  of 
excile  extend  to  all  cxcifcablc  goods  in 
every  part  of  the  kingdom.  There  are 
in  inv  in'tanccs  indeed  of  fjieci.il  acls  of 
pailiamens  obtained  upon  petition  of 
the  inhabitants,  by  virtue  of  which  du¬ 
ties  arc  levied  in  particnl  ir  places,  and 
not  f  liirwhere ;  but  the  money  is,  in  fncli 
inilances,  directed  to  be  applied  to  pu¬ 
blic  purpofes  in  that  particular  place, 
which  pteclude>  any  ohjeclion  to  llie 
tax.  I  believe,  however,  there  is  an 
iiillance  or  two,  of  duties  lev  rd  at  the 
port  of  l.onvlon,  particularly  on  coals, 
which  duties  are  not  U'vicil  in  any  other 
ports  of  the  kingdom  ;  and  yet  the  pro¬ 
duce  oftl  efe«l«U»c8  is  not  appr(q>riated  to 
public  purpnfe*  within  London  or  Mid- 
dUfex,  and"  I  »m  not  at  prefent  able  to 
explain  the  reafon  of  that  deviation  from 
the  geni  ral  rule.  But  the  ufage,  tt» 
all  public  taxes  lor  the  exigencies  of  the 
dale,  may,  nolwiihftandiug,  bi  cunlidcr- 


cd  as  nniverfal  ;  nsmely,  that  they  arc 
not  confined  to  any  particular  place,  but 
are  general  over  the  whole  kingdom. 

“  The  effvd  of  tliis  ufage,  with  re- 
fpe^l  to  tlie  point  in  qnell  on,  is  of  much 
more  cunlcquence  th  »n  m.iy  at  fii  ft  fight 
appear.  I'hoiigh  Minchefter  and  Bir¬ 
mingham,  for  example,  are  not  rcpir- 
rented,  yet,  as  the  tax  which  aftVds 
them  is  at  the  fame  time  impofetl  upon 
all  the  places  in  tlie  kingdom  which  are 
reprelcnttd,  if  the  tax  were  grievous  and 
oppredivc,  it  would  excite  a  general  dif- 
gnft,  and  the  voice  of  the  people  in  ge¬ 
neral  heing  againft  it,  would  check  and 
controul,  not  only  tlicciror,  but  even 
the  corruption  of  parliament.  I  do  not 
liy  much  weight  in  this  cafe,  upon  ano¬ 
ther  ciicumfiance,  that,  by  the  iinivci- 
fality  of  the  tax,  it  mnft  atte(5l  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  parliament  thenifclvc,  w'ho  vote 
for  it ;  becaiife  it  is  imponibleto  difguife^ 
that,  as  tilings  now  ftand,  the  majority 
of  both  ■  hoiifes  may  enjoy  fiich  emolii* 
nieiiis  from  the  crorvu,  as  will  more  than 
compenfate  thdr  particular  fhare  of  the 
tax  ;  but  as  they  will  iu»t  only  tax  them- 
ielves,  (tilt  their  conflituents,  and  not 
oidy  their  conftitiieors,  but  the  whole 
body  of  the  people,  an  irrcfiftiblc  check 
mult  thcncc  arife  to  every  remarkable 
abufe  of  the  power  of  taxation,  until,  by 
the  means  of  a  numerous  ftanding  army, 
the  liberties  of  the  people  arc  entiicly
